sin Supreme court was handed down by Judge A. C. Hopp- 
mann in Superior court on Saturday.

county must be supported by an affidavit and cannot legally be 
sworn out on information and belief. 


This decision, if sustained by the Supreme court, will up- 


set the entire enforcement policy in Wisconsin under the Sever- 
son law.

The 


trip will not require more than two 
weeks under the arrangements that 
have been tentatively 
worked out 


and in this brief space of time only 
a few of the points of interest in 
the vast country can be visited, in- 
cluding Moscow, St. Petersburg and 
a few other points. 


Threats of revolution in -Ger-

1914, according to the national 
industrial conference board. Be- 
tween June 15 and July 15 of 
this year there was an increase 
of 1 per cent due to advances in 
the cost of food and clothing 
and further increases in rent, th? 
board reports. Fuel prices were 
a little lower, while average sun- 
dries and light charges remained 
unchanged. 


Between July, 1920, when the 


peak of the rise in the cost of 
living since 1914 was reached, 
and July, 1923, the cost of living 
dropped 20.8 per cent.

Ballard to Enforce 


State Treasury Agevt Say'g That He Will 


Hold Carnival Companies to th« 


Statute* 


[To The Editor]—--My attention has teen 


called to a circular letter addressed to officials 
of the county fairs in the state, relative to this 
department. 
A somewhat similar communica- 


tion was addressed to Gov. Blaine on July 16, 
1923. 
These articles were signed by C. A. 


Ingram of Durand as President of the State 
County Fair association. 


These articles are misleading in many re- 


spects. 
First: The law .plainly states that 


ferris wheels, rnerry-go-rounds, ocean waves 
or transient shooting galleries operating on 
fair grounds during the fair season, shall have 
a state license free of charge and as far as I' 
know, neither myself or deputies collected or 
attempted to collect license fees from these 
concession's. 
Second: My deputies were in- 


structed to collect license, fees only from par- 
ties who were NON-K^SIDENTiS of the lo- 
cality or county in which'the fair was being 
held. In other words, one -who made' a business 
of following fairs, concessionaries and the like, 
going about from place to place, during the fail- 
season. 
Former Atty. Gen. Owen held that 


concessions of this character were liable for a 
state license of ?20. On Nov. 3, 1922, I sub- 
mitted to Atty. Gen. Morgan practically the 
same question, and after a consultation of his 
assistants he held they were transient mer- 
chants and thus were liable for a $75 fee. I 
am asking the present 'Attorney General, H. L.. 
Ekern, for his opinion on this same matter. 


Furthermore, section 1584 of the Statutes 


provides that: "No side show or traveling 
vaudeville or any object of curiosity, exhibited 
for money, shall exhibit or be exhibited at or 
during the continuance of any fair, exposition 
on the ground of any society, association or 
board drawing aid from the state, noi- shall 
any society, association or board permit any 
such exhibit or give license, permit or conces- 
sion for such exhibit unless the treasury agent 
shall have previously granted such owner, man- 
ager or agent, a permit to make such exhibit 
at such fair or exposition." As near as I can 
learn this particular section of the law has 
never been complied with. 


It is my duty under the law to enforce the 


collection of all license fees required to be col- 
lected on or off of the fair grounds. Mr. In- 
gram complains of my activities in making ar- 
rests at the Durand fair last fall. He was sec- 
retary of this fair and district attorney of 
Pepin county at that time. 


On Sept. 29, 1922, I found a number of people 


operating in this fair without a license. Among 
others was a man named William Silberman of 
Milwaukee. Pie was operating a stand selling 
mechandise, novelties, etc. When I asked him 
if he had a license to sell, he said "No" and re- 
fused to take one out. I tried to reason with 
him and gave him until afternoon to decide. 
He informed me on my return in the afternoon 
that he would not pay and that the district at- 
torney had advised him that he needed no 
license. He became abusive and when I placed 
him under arrest he attempted to strike me 
with a hammer. My deputy found the sheriff 
of Pepin county, who came to my assistance. 
I then had three men under arrest. Mr. Ingram 
then appeared on the scene and ordered 
he 


sheriff to have nothing to do "with these men" 
and .stated before a large congregation of peo- 
ple that in his opinion the law was unconstitu- 
tional; that I was exceeding my authority and 
many other statements which I was surprised 
to hear him make. 
Two were bound over to 


the circuit court. Mr. Silberman pleaded guilty 
to assaulting me with a hammer. When these

Sound Sense Regarding Taxes 


Goods oRads Magazine Says That Taxes Will Not Be Reduced As Long As the 
Dollar Is Depreciated; Says People Are Also Demanding More. 


[From the Good Roads Magazine] 


Assemblyman George Nelson of Polk county, 


one of the leading progressives in the Wiscon- 
sin legislature, who is president of the Wis- 
consin Equity society, in an address at a re- 
cent convention of farmers and business men 
at Milwaukee, struck a new and unusual note 
in discussing taxes, We quote: 


"The immediate question before us is the 


effect of taxation as one of'the factors of the 
'spread,' or .increased cost to the consumers. 
In this state, there was collected in one form 
or another ir. 1922 about $120,000,000 of taxes 
for state and local purposes. It is not likely 
that this amount can be reduced in the future, 
and when we recall the activities that the state 
and localities are called upon to exercise, per- 
haps it is not desirable that it should be re- 
duced. It is probably that there was an equal 
or greater amount contributed from this state 
for the support of the federal government. 
These "sums came out of producers and con-' 
sumers, and reduced their purchasing power to 
that extent, and constitute one. of the impor- 
tant elements in the 'spread' between, producer 
and consumer. Efforts hay.e been made and 
will be made to reduce this 'expense, but the 
reduction of a few hundred thousand dollars, 
or of two or three million dollars, would be only 
a drop -in the 'bucket, and would not be noticed. 
To be noticeable, things must be done in a 
larger way." 


We say a "new and unusual" note because the 


average public official in discussing taxes is in- 
clined to ' constantly stress the point of view 
that taxes will be lowered and that he is going 
to be one of the instrumentalities in lowering 
them. 
For years in every state campaign a 


favorite cry with the' candidates has been 
against 'Sigh taxes, coupled with the promise 
that they "would' see that, taxes were reduced. 
Despite this we have not noticed any appre- 
ciable reduction. There is room for difference 
of opinion as to the sources from which taxes 


' shall be raised, but when it comes to large 


promises of 'reduction in taxation it is usually 
a political promise not based on a knowledge ' 
o f facts. 
. • . . . . - . 


State general property taxes are a small 


factor in our total tax bill and these are the 
taxes -we are discussing, as they are the taxes 
paid by .'the average man.. They amount -to 
$1.24 m thousand and an levied for th« support 


of the university, the normal schools and the 
common schools. Apply these figures to the 
actual situation. In the average city the tax 
rate is $25 to $-30 a thousand. 
In rural dis- 


tricts it runs from $15 to S25 a thousand. In 
many cases in both the cities and rural dis- 
tricts the rate is higher. Our state tax bill in 
tota-1 is about one-tenth of our total tax till. 
If there is to be a reduction, obviously the ma- 
jor part of it must come from the 90 per cent 
local and school taxes, and not from the 10 per 
cent state taxes. 


There is very little indicatio^i of an appreci- 


able reduction in our ta^es. There is a basic 
reason why they are high and it is a nation- 
wide reason as taxes are high in every state 
in the "Union. The reasons are these. It takes 
more for units of government to ''do things" 
today than it did before the war, and taxes are 
spent-to "do things," to buy things and serv- 
ices. The same reason that leads to the high 
cost of living on the part of theindividual, or 
the high cost of doing business on the part of 
the corporation, leads to the high taxes on the 
part of governmental units. 
The purchasing 


power of the dollar today is 65 cents as com- 
pared to before the" war. There is another rea- 
son, and that is that the functions of govern- 
ment are being done on a bigger and better 
scale today than in the past. 


If we build schools of the type of thirty 


years ago they would cost more because of the 
high cost of building, but we are building bet- 
ter and bigger schools with finer equipment' 
and naturally that ajlds further items to the 
cost. 
The motor vehicle has demanded the 


building of better roads as. a question of econ- 
omy in, its. operation. 
Finally, the states and 


units of government are doing things today 
that they did not attempt in the past, building 
tuberculosis sanitariums, for. instance. 


Why are all these things being done? Ob- 


viously, because the public demands them. 
They are being done, through acts of the leg- 
islature, through acts of county boards, and 
tity councils, and the representatives on these 
bodies as a whole reflect the demands of their 
constituents. 
These demands rise at times .and 


recede at other times. In the peak of prosper- 
ity in 1919 and 1920, the public demand reach- 
ed its apex. . The slump came and .when the 
public. WM .asked to pay.the"'Mil,like normal 
human twin**, ih« "kicked."
